Knowryou 
moreover  that  We,  of  Our  especial  Grace,  cerr 
tain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  have  willed 
and  given  License,  and,  by  these  Presents,  for  Us, 
Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  license  and 
grant  unto  all  Our  Subjects  and  liege  People, 
that  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be,  and  are  by
